When 
the Grant boom was at ite height we were 
told that, upon authority which could not 
bo doubted, the ex-President would not ac- 
cept a third tarm nomination unless tender- 
ed with essential unanimity. In this pc- 
eition ho was allowed to Bland until aftoi 
tho Harrlsbnrg Convention, when it was 
discovered that popular 
sentiment was 


against a thirl term, and that if ho was to 
be a candidate General Grant would have to 
make a contest In the samo manner as ot.lier 
candidates. It was only a tew days after 
this discovery, before "a near and political 
friend" of the ex-frealdent found means of 
conveying to the public Out, "should the 
Republican Convention nominate him In 
the same manner as any other candidate 
would be nominated, Iio would deem it his 
duty to the country to accept." H is some- 
what singular that tho ieiwa of duty (o tho 
country is never evinced in the ex-Presi- 
dent, except upon tho side which opens 
another Presidential term lo him. He does 
not deem II his -July, in rluw of the dissen- 
sions his nomination would create In the 
party, t* decline to allow his name to be 
used.

"Camps in the Carribbeen." 
The Adven- 


tures of a NaturlM in the Leaser Antil 
lea, by Frederick A. Ober; Published ly 
Lee ik Sltcpard, ISosttm, 
This book is one of the results of an ex 


ploration by the author, under tbe auspices 
of the Smithsonian Institution, of the 
islands known as tbe Lesser Antilles, ex 
tending over eight degrees of latitude be 
tween Porto Hico and Trinidad, connecting 
the Greater Antilles with the continent o 
South America. The exploration, com- 
menced in 1876, occupied neaily two years 
The especial object in view was tho investi- 
gation of tho ornithology of tho islands 
To accomplish this the author visited moun- 
tains, forests, and people that few, if any 
tourists ever reached before, and more thor- 
ough than previous travellers and writers, 
who procured their material at second-hand; 
be dscribas nothing that did not corno un- 
der his own observation. In the preface 
he says : "I took my camera with me, and 
wherever a new bit of scenery presentee 
itself, a beautiful tiee, or cascade, or a com- 
position peculiarly tropical, 1 photographed 
it." 
He modestly disclaims for his book 


any peculiar literary excellence, basing bis 
claim for public attention simply upon the 
fact of the oiigiuulity and accuracy ot his 
sketches, fresh from new fields, yet old in 
American 
history. 
The unpretentious 


character of tbe woik is one of its charms. 
Not expecting to find more than a simple 
narrative we constantly come across some 
of the finest descriptions, bits of word paint- 
ing, which make tlio tropical luxuriance, 
the landscape, tbe beautiful summer sea 
the birds, the flowers, and 
the primi- 


tively simple mannered people of the islands 
seem part of a constantly shilling panorama 
passing before us. 


Our space forbids us making lengthy ex- 


tracts, but here is one we cannot resist giv- 
ing : "It is while carefully balancing my- 
self on tny shaking support of matted loots 
that a sound comes to my ear through tbe 
roar of a waterfall—a sound strangely sweet 
solemn and Impressive; a mellow, organ-like 
note, clearer than any flute-tone, more 
thrilling tiian tbo solemn chant of sacred 
song in groined cathedral. It is repeated. 
I stand ent|anced, listening lo melody that 
that had never fallen on my ears before. 
The cause I cannot at first ascertain, for tbe 
notes seem ventriloquial; and, indeed, they 
am so. for T search high ami lo\v, tho leafy 
branches above my head, the densely clus 
lered ferns at my feet, and the shrubs at 
at 
my 
back, 
for 
many minutes be- 


fore I find tho source of this mysterious 
music. 
Balanced airily on a lance-like 


bamboo that shot twenty feet beyond the 
brink of the cliff, poised in mid-air, with 
half a thousand feet of space between him 
and solid earth, is a daintily-shaped bird, 
clad in sober drab, save a dash of rouge be- 
neath bis tbroal, and of wliito here and 
there. 


"Unconscious of surrounding things, an- 


imate and inanimate, he was devoting bis 
powcis to the production of that wonderful 
music. lutneshoit space litre allowed I 
cannot describe the different notes; surely 
no Half ever produced sucb mellow, liquid 
toneu. It was music of uncaithly sweetness, 
that, onco lieard, would uevei bo iergoUui 
—between the notes a long pause that made 
them impressive. 
It was not a son; 


—though I discovered later that tbe bird 
bad a song,—but simply tbe utterance ol'a 
lew notes. Soon it ceased, and the birt 
flew into tlio near forest.'1 


This bird is called the "S/JIcur Montague,' 


or" Mountain WliisLkn.'' Jt is only one 
of the many songsters of winch graphic de- 
scriptions aio given. Equally charming is 
the account of tlie Sunset Biid, "Le Soleil 
Coucher,' which tlie natives call a "jumble 
bird," or, in other words, a biitl possessed 
with an evil spnit. Half an lionr before 
sunset it utteis ils peculiar cry and half 311 
hoiir before sunrise ; dining tbe day it 
silent. 
Wandciing in dense forests of wild 


luxuriance; exploiing mountains and vol- 
canos, where boiling springs, hot streams of 
water, and sulphur baths abound ;.study 
ing the habits of rare birds and oilier won- 
ders of animate existence; luxuriating 
amid the tropical prodigality of equatorial 
magnificence, in a life of savage simplicity, 
our author found many interesting facts to 
recoid, numberless and sinking objects of 
beauty to describe, and habits and cere- 
monies, grotesque and weird to depict, for 
an account of wliicli we refer tlie reader to 
the book, which, besides being written in a 
lucid, captivating style, is capitally illus- 
trated from the pliotogiapbs and sketches 
of tlio author.

" 1IIS,VI>VANTAUES OF CITY BOYS.' 


Some months aeo, Rev. Washington 


Gladden, of Springfield, Mass.,believing lha 
if he could find out bow tbe active am 
prominent men of his own city spent thei 
boyhood, it would help to solve Ihe problem 
of what is the best training for boys, pre 
pared the following circular, which was sen 
to tbe one hundred uien who could fairly 
be said to stand at tbe head of tbe financial 
commercial, professional and educatioua 
interests of the city. 


"MY DEAR Si E l : — I desire to find out for thi 


benefit of the boys, how the leading men of thii 
city hyent tnelr uo}lioou. 
TVIU ^uu l»e Mm 


enough to tell mo 


"1. Whether your home during the first fif 


teen years of jour lite wi.s on ataiin, ina vil 
lage, or in a city, and, 


"2. Whether you wore accustomed, during 


any part of that period, U» engage in any knu 
of \\ork when you were not in school? 


"I yhould be glad, of coume. lo have you go 


into particulars as fully as yon are disposed to 
do : hut 1 do not wish to tax your patience, ant 
I shall be greatly obliged for a simple answer 
to tlieye l\vo«queslions. 


No less than eighty-eight of the busy gen- 


tlemen who received this circular were kind 
enough to answer the questions,—some o 
them briefly, most of luein fully, and 11 
tinned out that few had been brought up 
like luost of the boys who crowd the bait- 
grounds and fill the stieets of oni cities in 
these later days, Here is a brief summary 
of tbe leturns: 


Of tbese eighty-eight men, twelve spent 


the fust fifteen years of their life in tbe 
cily, twelve in villages, and sixty-four were 
farmers' boys. 


Cut of the Iwinly-four who lived in vil- 


lages and cities, six were practically far- 
mers' boys, tor they lived in small villages, 
or on tbe outskirts of cities, and bad the 
same kind of work to do that farmers' boys 
have. One of these village hoys said : 


"1 leatned to boo, dig and mow; iu fact, 


I was obliged (o work, whether I liked it 
or no, (H winter I went to school, and 
woiked nights and mornings for my board." 


Another said: "i used to work away 


from home sotne on a farm in tbe summer 
and fall. 
In tlie winter, when going to 


school, we thiee boys used to work up tbe 
wood for winter use.'' 


Fourotheis told substantially the same 


story. As these weie about tbe same as 
farmers' boys, we may add them to that 
list, 50 that seventy out of eigty-eigbt—al- 
most four-fifths of all tbese men—bad the 
training of (arm-life. 


Now how was it with the eighteen city 


and village boys on the list? Did they 
have an easy time of it 1 Five of them did, 
as they testify ; five of them bad no woik 
in particular to do, but one of the live says 
lhat he studied law when out of school, and 
that was not exactly play. Tbe rest of the 
eighteen were poor boys,—not paupers, by 
any means, but children of the humbler 
classes, many nf them in narrow and needy 
circumstances,—and though they lived iu 
cities or villages, they were accustomed 
from their earliest years to hard work. 


"Was generally" employed," says one, 
timing the summer mouths, and in vaca- 
tions, iu doing any kind of work that of- 
fered." 


Four of tbe city boys were newsboys. 


One of them says: "Tbe last year 1 was 
connected with the press, I earned one hun- 
dred dollais before breakfast." 


Another: "I have paid tuj own way 


since eight years of age, without any as- 
sistance except my board from my eighth 
to my eleventh year." 


Of all these eighty-eight boys, five only 


had nothing particular to do. * . 


While tbese boys were growing aud work- 


ing, 
a great many others,—sons of mer- 


chants and lawyers,—were growing up in 
Springfield, going to school and amusing 
themselves, as boys of Ibeir class are apt to 
do. 
Where are ihey ? Only five o/ this 


class are heard from among Ihe eighty-eight 
solid men of Ibat city. Some of them, per- 
iaps, are prosperous men iu other cities, 
jut the number cannot he large, for in 
Springfield only five men out of eighty-eight 
ccancfrom this claai. Ninety-four aud a 
lalf per cent, were either farmers' boys or 
>oor and bard-working town-boys. 


Mr. Gladden made his report to the pub- 


ic of Springfield, iu the form of a lecture. 
The mere announcement of the subject 
Jone crowded the cbuich, wiiich is a large 
one, and the interest in tbe lecture was so 
gieat that tbe Mayor and several of tbe 
•epresentative citizens lequested a repeti- 
ion in Ihe Music Hall. Wben ibis cume 
off, Ihe r.all was packed and hundreds went 
away from Ibe doors unable to gain en- 
rauce. 


Mr. Gladden has rewritten the lecture, 


and bis interesting facts and logical (leduc- 
ious will appear in one of the leading mag- 
azines for March. He is now engaged on a

The 
second 
ir-gular 
meeting of the 


liristol Temperance Union was held in 
Washington Hall, on Friday evening last. 
The amlicncc was large, attentive and ap- 
pieciallre, and conspicuously represented 
the best intelligence of the place. 


llev. W. II. Conard occupied the chair. 


The minutes of tLo previous meeting were 
read by the Secretaiy, Frank 1'. Adams, 
and Mr. ICrichbaum, Chairman ol the Ex- 
ecutive Comuiiltvo, made a verbal report 
concerning woik done by the Sociely. This 
was followed by an a.meeable musical per- 
formance on tho piano by Miss Swain and 
Miss Ilawko, and this in turn was succeed- 
ed by a pleasant song happily given by Miss 
Jliiiam Cone, accompanied on the piano 
by Miss Wells. 


The speaker for the evening, Rev. Pcn- 


nell Coombo, was then introduced, whopro- 
ceeded without ceremony, and in a roady, 
business-like way to present his views on 
the all-impoitant subject of temperance. 
Those views were given in an earnest, fm- 
cible and robust manner, and in that di- 
rect, determined style which implied that 
the speaker had his feet planted firmly on 
impregnable ground, and that his vigorous 
(voids sprang from tho very heart of convic- 
tion, nis opinions were foititied by a strong 
battalion of facts and figures that clanked 
about our cars like the messages of a sledge- 
hammer. 
Let any indifl'erent, Iialf-heaited 


or desponding temperance man listen to Mr. 
Coombe for an hour, and he «ill reel as 
though his hopes and sentiments bad expe- 
rienced the benefits o/'a tonic. 


Tho speaker began by giving an account 


of the birth aud first steps of the temper- 
ance movement in this country, which had 
its origin In a pamphlet written by Dr. 
Benjamin Rush, of Philadelphia, in 1SOJ. 
It was published aud circulated at bis own 
expense, and was disseminated in large 


ment to say that the sale shall be licensed '.' 


The speaker gave some account of the 


whiskey rings and the brewers' organiza- 
tion, and spoke of their great power and In- 
fluence, remarking that they would be well 
satisfied to give the temperance people all 
they wanted if they could retain the license 
syslem. He spote fully of the efi'ecl that 
would inevitably be produced if the busi- 
ness should be outlawed, as in that case all 
decent people would quit buying, and all 
honest people would quit selling. 
The 


moral aspect of the liquor business haying 
been sctlled, all intelligent and well edu- 
cated temperance people, the speaker re- 
marked, are now discussing but one point, 
and that is the license system. It Is the 
only ono remaining unsettled. 
It is the 


root if the whole evil of intemperance. The 
present status of the liquor Question turns 
upon this one pivot. 


lie spoke of the government's connec- 


tion with the liquoi traffic through the rev- 
enue and 
warehouse systems, and very 


conclusively presented the unenviable atti- 
tude of the liquor dealer, whose business he 
was free to denounce as tho most degraded, 
the most disreputable, the most disgraceful, 
indecent and vulgar thing 
States. 


in the United 


In speaking of the statistics as shown by 


the revenue reports, and by comparisons 
made year after year, it was ascertained 
that not half as much liquor is now used for 
drinking purposes as was used eleven years 
ago. 
This might be regarded as a hopeful 


and satisfactory indication of no light cou- 


—Judge Watson has rery properly called 


the attention of the County Auditors to a 
case of official misconduct on the part of 
certain county officials. A little over a year 
ago Samuel L. Etlenger was convicted of 
selling liquor on Sunday, and he was sen- 
tenced to pay a fine of S100 and the costs, 
lie did pay the costs, but was unable to 
pay the line or raise the money. Instead 
sending him to jail until Iho fine was forth- 
coming, Sheriff Keiuhart took a judgment 
note of him with sccurily—but it was not 
long before it was discovered that the se- 
curity was valueless. Mr. Eltenger was 
then appointed Mercantile Appraiser by the 
then 
County 
Commissioners, 
in 
the 


hope that the said flne of $400 could be re- 
tained out of his fees as Appraiser. In this 
way they succeeded in getting $393. This 
fine of $400 was accounted for by only re- 
turning as collected $303, and was approved 
by the Commiosioneis aud passed without 
objection by tho County Auditors. 
The 


amount of the deficit in the fine was very 
small, but the Court said he might as well 
not sit upon the bench if his sentences were 
to be disregarded in this manner. Sherifl' 
lleinhart should have collected tbe fine or 
paid it out of own his pocket if he failed to do 
so, aud the Commissioners should not have 
approved of or participated in tho course 
which had been taken.

cal officers men ofcliaractei and good busi- 
ness capacity is so generally accepted in out 
community lhat theie is little necessity of 
urging the matter upon the attention of the 
Republicans, who to-night and lo-uiorrow 
night meet to choose their candidates for 
the approaching; election.

President Booz called the Bristol Institute 
to order, and after the reading of the min- 
utes and the transaction of other prelimi- 
nary business, the literary exercises wero 
pieccded by a piano duet by Misses Gilke- 
.son and Barlow. Tho Poitfolio, part first 
was then rend by Miss Uawke, after which 
a vocal duet was sung by Miss Belle Doug- 
lass and Miss Kate Uay. They were en- 
cored and sang another selection. Part 
second of the Portfolio, was then read by 
Frank P. Adams. Tbe usual intermission 
th«n occurred, after which Mr. Jackson 
•gave a vocal solo, and being recalled favor- 
ed the^InstiUUe_witli another, which was 
received with applause. Judge Poirce was 
then introduced, and for nearly an hour 
held the attention of the Institute while ho 
related in an easy conversational style, in- 
teresting and arousing reminiscences of 
gome of the notable men ol the legs I pro- 
IfeMlon. The exercises were 
concluded 


with a piano solo by Miss Negus, arad after 
a vote of thanks was given to Judge 
Peirce Tor bis admirable address, the Insti- 
tute adjorrucd, 


numbcts throughout the country.

probably the first distinctive temperance 
document published in the woild. This 
was followed by a sermon preached by a 
Rev. Mr. Porter on the subject in 1800 J 
aud Dr. Hush's pamphlet aud this sermou 
constituted tbe only temperance '.iteiatute 
of the countiy at that time. A good deal of 
excitement was occasioned in consequence 
of these productions on the subject of tem- 
perance, and the first practical result was 
the appointment of a committee by the 
Presbyterian General Assembly which met 
in Philadelphia In 1811, to whom was re 
feired Dr. Rush's pamphlet. Then auc 
there the first step was taken lo arrest the 
practice of dram-diinking, in the church a: 
well as out of it, and thus was laid UK 
foundation of the temperance raoveraeu 
in the United States. 
The influence o 


this action was soon felt it; other pails o: 
tho countiy, and organizations began to be 
formed to airest the ravages of inteiupej- 
ance. 
Tho speaker pleasantly remarked 


that he was born at the very time the 1'res- 
byteiians wore doing themselves the honoi 
of oigauizing a reform that has accomplished 
so much good in the woild, which was in 
August, ISII, and he might say that he had 
imbibed his temperance principles from the 
very atmosphere In which he was horn. 


Df proceeded to speak of ceitaiti phases 


of Iho Icmperai ce question, and to com- 
pare the foitner position of the liquor traffic 
with Hid position the syslem holds to-day. 
Funnel ly it was 
believed to bo moially 


right to drink liquor, Lo sell it, and to li- 
cense its sale. 
This belief was sanctioned 


by public sentlmcnP fifty ) ears ago. 
The 


temperance reform declared that all these 
weie wrong. It had three questions lo set- 
tle, and it had settled two of them. In dis- 
cussing the first of these, whether or not it 
is right to diink, Ihe speaker presented an 
amusing picture of the social customs that 
prevailed half a cenluiy ago, and also show. 
ed the attitude of the chinch at that time 
concerning the wide-spiead habit of dram- 
drinking, lie had tlie boldness to say lo 
us that Biistol is a hard place, but, he con- 
tinued, you have not a single person in the 
town who would not be asliamed to have a 
minister heie addicted to liquor diinking. 
Fitly ycais ago theie was not a chinch In 
the Kind, or au ecclesi,isl.ical body in the 
country, that said lhat the drinking of li- 
quor M as wrong. 
To-day there is not a sin- 


gle Clirhtiiiti denomination that does not 
believe it to be a sin. The church has 
change 1 its ground on this question. Fifty 
jeais ago it was no uncommon thing for 
Christians, for members of chinches, to en- 
gage in tlie business of selling liquor, and il 
was deemed no gieat sin for the preacher 
to Le similarly employed. In his own in- 
dividual :ase he was licensed to p:each, al- 
though engaged with his fdlher in the li- 
quor business; but it was known, however, 
lhat he became thus engaged n-ilh the view 
of bieaking up the business, which he suc- 
ceeded in doing. No Clnistians, he went 
on to say, sell liquor now as they did In the 
days 
of his boyhood. The day has gone 


by when a man can be a Christian and soil 
liquor. Even respectable people have been 
diiven out of the business, for the most 


sequence. 


Vaiious other points were included in 


part, and now respectable dealeis aie very 
scaice. The create! portion of the dran,- 
sollers of the country to-day are vagabonds, 
scalawags and the like, and not only this, 
but nearly all the native-born Americans 
have been driven out of the business. 
It is 


chiefly monopolized by foreigners, since 
nine out of ten of those now engaged in it 
were bom on the other side of the big pood. 
The temperance sentiment has thus edu- 
cated the American born citizens, but for- 
elgncrs have been educated 
differently. 


They believe it is right to sell liquor. 
The 


change in public sentiment has had the ef- 
fect to confine the liquor traffic among tho 
ciiminal portion of the population and the 
foreign-born class. By an actual canvass 
of the city of Philadelphia some years ago, 
it was ascertained t^at theie were ei.;ht 
thousand and thirty-six giog shops in the 
city. Four bundled and seventy of these 
were kept by native-born citizens, white 
and colored, and all the rest by foreign- 
born people, men and women ; for it was 
found 
that 
thirty-six hundred women 


were cngagei'. in the liquor traffic. They 


the address besides those presented above, 
which were enforced by stirring logic, il- 
lustrated by auecdotes, or illuminated by 
the light of quaint touches of personal expe- 
rience. 


All in ail the lecture was forcible, effer- 


tive and impressive. 
It was valuable to 


those friends of tempeiance who are always 
more or less encouraged by tokens and evi- 
dences of advancement. It presented the 
marked contrasts of two periods in the 
temperance work, separated by an interval 
of half a century— contiasts that indicated 
that there has been a marked change in the 
right direction, aud convincing us that en- 
lighted views and healthful changes in re- 
gard to the temperance movement, are in 
every way encouraging, and prophetic of a 
steady progress towards the most substan- 
tial results. 


At the conclusion of tho lecture Mr. Con- 


ard invited remarks and inquiries from any 
one that might feel disposed to make them, 
seconded by the expressed wilpngness of 
Mr. Coombe to answer whatever questions 
should suggest themselves. 
Thereupon 


Joshua Peirce called attention to the fact 
that the law requires an applicatiou for a 
license to sell liquor to be sanctioned by 
twelve reputable citizens, and he solicited 
the gentleman's opinion concerning the 
Christianity and the respectibihty of men 
who are willing lo append their names to 
such applications. 


The speaker illustrated the point by an 


anecdote, and emphasised his opinion on 
the subject, declaring that no good citizen, 
no lespectable uiau can give his signature 
in behalf of a liquor license. It is a disrep- 
utable business. 
• • * 


EDITOH GAZETTE :—-I notice handbills 


are up in Falls township, calling a meet- 
ing on next Saturday night to nominate 
persons to be voted for at tbe ensuing elec- 
tion, for township officers. Now why can- 
not these meetings for nominations he held 
in the afternoon, say 2 o'clock, and give all 
an opportunity to attend. People Lave suf- 
ficient leisure at this season of the year to 
attend to such business during daylight. 
Falls is a large township, aud those from 
the extreme ends have to travel at least five 
miles to tlie place of meeting, a much 
greater distance than many wish to go and 
return after night, especially as the weather 
and roads ate apt to be bad at this season 
of the year. The consequence is that not 
over 15 to 25 attend the meetings and do 
up tho business to suit themselves. There 
is no excuse for not holding tbe meetings 
in the afternoon, and it is shrewdly suspect- 
ed that the on!./ reason is, to keep away 
from the meetings, {people whose presence 
might interfeie with the rulings of the 
clique or ring, who do not wish to be shorn 
of their power. Several townships have ad- 
vertised their meetings in the papers, and 
all but one name the hour of meetings at 2 
o'clock P. M. I hope those who assume to 
themselves the authority of calling political 
meetings in Falls township hereafter, will 
consider this matter and strive to accommo- 
date as far as possible all the citizens of the 
township.

BEEBS AND ALES, COMUEBEU H ED- 


ICAI.LV. 


Tlio enormous and bicreasmg cousump- 


lion of what Is known as "lager beei'Mu 
this country should attract the utlentiou 
both of sanitarians and sociologists. Wheth- 
er, as some claim, llila mustle hailed as an 
Indication of Improved di inking hahlts in the 
people, by the substitution of a light alco- 
holic drink In the place of distilled spirits; 
or whether, as another party maintains, it 
really Indicates more widespread alcoholic 
Indulgence, and oiler* but another step to 
make easy the descensusi Averui, Is matter 
for the sociologist to study. The qualities 
of the beverage and ita ellectaon the consti- 
tution belong to medicine. 


In England what Americans call ale is 


known as beer; and the total consumption 
is estimated at 150 quart; per year per head 
of adult population! But this enormous 
quantity Is distanced by Belgium, whose 
nttlves swallow an abominable sour stuff 
called faro, a beer fermented till the acteous 
elements arc developed, to Uio extent of 
about 100 quarts per head; and is altogether 
left out of sight by Bavaria, the Paradise of 
beer swilling, whose inhabitants guzzle at 
the rate of nearly 300 quarts (to be accurate, 
280 liters) per adult per year 1 The total 
annual production in tho United Slates is 
estimated at over (300,000,000) three hun- 
dred million gallons annually, an enormous 
Increase within too last twenty years. This 
includes wbat are teimed ales, porter and 
browu Btout.as well as beer. Tho pi ice at 
wholesale is from five to eight dollars a bar- 
rel. 


Theoretically, these buvcragea are pro- 


duced from barley malt, hops and pure 
water, and nothing elee. From two to three 
bushels of malt and as many pounds of 
bops »re allowed to a barrel, and tho liquor 
slioold have five to eight p.*r cent, of alcohol, 
according to age. And when made In this 
way, 
carefully fermented and properly kept, 


such a beverage would be as unobjectiona- 
ble as any that could be named hcldlu" al- 
cohol as a constituent. 


In point of fact, however, very little such 


malt liquor is to b<j had. There aru chemi- 
cal manufacturers in this country whose 
principal business consisls in snpnyinr; ar- 
tificial for the genuine components or these 
drinks, and also means of correcting, adul- 
terating, coloring and remaking, as it were, 
spoiled and fraudulent articles.

U ia 
udded to impart smoothness to tlie fluid, to 
give It a fine froth or "hc.id" when drawn 
and to conceal [he taste of certain adulter- 
ants. Instead of hops, wiiat is known to 
the trade as "hop substitute" is used, which 
is a bittei vegetable bark, finely chopped 
and often combined with aloes. Picro- 
loxm and strychnia are probably never em- 
ployed. To Rive a crisp, dry flavor, es- 
teemed by some, Uunate of sodium is added' 
to impart a blight brown hue, preparations 
said o be made Horn burnt sugar aie sold; 
hquid isinglass, to add the esteemed "cream- 
iuess;' and so on. Then there are various 
materials lo brin« up a spoiled brewing to 
the proper marketable character-bisul- 
phite of sodium, "ale fining," "porterine " 
etc., the results of applied chemistry in this 
questionable department ol science. 


Whether tho consumption of such stuff is 


liKely to benefit the drinker, especially 
when taken in larjje quantities for a len-ib 
of time, la open to serious doubt. It has 
been said by European observers that 
chronic alcoholism from beer is one of the 
most hopeless forins; that Ihe mental fac- 
ulties are debilitated and the reaction of the 
system slight. It would be well for sur- 
geons in our large municipal hospitals to 
examine Into the relative power ot endur- 
ance of beor drinkers and ol hers 


One thing is clear-that physicians who 


recommend beer or ale to patients should 
make themselves sine that they are not 
thereby leading them to the consumption 
of stuff more perilous than the diseases the 
•timulant is Intended to combat.
